PARISH COUNCIL NOTES 


The monthly meeting of Bar Hill Parish Council was held on 
Thursday 21st November in the Village Hall. This is a precis of 
Minutes as yet unapproved by the Parish Council. 

Youth Club 

The Council was pleased to welcome Mr. Hicks, Mr. Talbot, Miss Rae 
and Mr. Thomas from Swavesey Village College to discuss future 
possibilities and plans for the Youth Club. Various premises 
were considered and it was eventually agreed that the Council 
would give its full support, and financial assistance, to a 
re-formed Youth Club, initially opening one night each week in the 
Village Hall. 

Duses 

The Council heard that complaints had been received from several 
residents of peak time buses being crowded and in some cases being 
unable to transport all those people who wished to travel on them. 
The Council will write to Cambus endorsing these complaints, and 
Mr. Reynolds will also take the matter up at Shire Hall. 

Litter 

It was noted that"the dumping of rubbish around the village is 
increasing and the Clerk is to investigate the instigation of bye 
lav/s prohibiting this. These would enable the Council to bring 
effective prosecution against anyone who does dump rubbish in 
this way. 

County Councillor's Report 

Mr. Reynolds reported on natters under consideration at the 
County Council, notable instructions from the Department of 
Transport to carry out a feasibility study on the removal of the 
lay-by on the northbound carriageway of the A604 just before the 
Bar riill junction. Mr. Reynolds also reported that recommendation 
have been made that the footpaths in Bar Hill should be repaired 
The Developers have been told that they must bring the spine path 
bordering The Spinney to an acceptable condition as a matter of 
urgency.

This has again been a busy month but with a pleasant mix o-f business 
and pleasure. 

GERMAN EXCHANGE - KREIG VIERSEN TWINNING. My wi+e and I have recently 
returned -from a -five day exchange visit to Germany where we stayed 
with the -family who visited us in the Spring. During our visit we had 
conducted tours of the Technical College which concentrates on voca¬ 
tional training for school leavers. Cour3'?s are a mix of our Technical 
Colleges and Youth Training Schemes but are extended to cover two to 
three years. We also enjoyed a visit to a massive Ice Skating Complex, 
the indoor part was a normal skating rink but'*’the outdoor section 
included an ice hockey stadiUm surrounded by'a'- speed racing track, 
these outdoor sections are in'’dse from October to March inclusive and 
were very impressive. Another visit was to one of fouh Workshops for 
the Handicapped in Kreis Vierse. It catered for 180 adults with 
varying degrees of disability, work varied from routine assembly work 
in wood, metal, plastic and paper with production work of such items as 
palletts, woodeh' toys ahd wine racks- We also had’the opportunity of 
visitihg Dusse1 dorf''and Aathen, not to mention a local supermarket for 
our quota of duty free drinks. 

DUTCH YOUTH WORKERS- We had barely recovered from our German trip when 
we were playing host to two Butch Youth Workers who were in Cambridge¬ 
shire on a three day fact finding tour of Ccmmunity Education and Youth 
Work. 


FOOTPATHS. On a local topic I am still pressing the Transportation 
Committee to carry out iriuch needed repairs to the footpathn in the 
V/illage.
